A board to guide the overall ac- 
tivities of Federal agencies In eco- 
nomic defense was 
created 
by 


President Roosevelt today. 
Vice 


President Wallace was made its 
head. 


Also named as members were the 


secretaries of state, treasury, war, 
navy, agriculture and commerce, 
and the attorney general. 


An executive order establishing 
the board said: 


"The administration of the vari- 


ous activities relating to economic 
defense 
shall remain with the 


several departments and agencies 
now charged 
with such duties, 


but such administration shall con- 
form to the policies formulated or 
approved by the board." 


Functions assigned the 
board 
were listed as follows: 


"Advise the President as to eco-

"Coordinate the policies and' ac- 
tions of the several departments 
and agencies carrying on activi- 
ties relating to economic defense 
in order to assure unity and bal- 
ance in the application of such 
measures.

ernment's regret. 


The Japanese Initiative occurred 


before Ambassador Grew was able 
to act on Washington's instructions 
to make representations 
against 
the bombing, which occurred yes- 
terday.

ence further Japanese moves In 
connection with the incident, Wel- 
le? said the Japanese government 
made a further preliminary reply 
after Grew had carried out his 
Instructions, 
Until a more complete reply 


is received, Welles said he could 
make no further comment.

les said that was a justifiable 
deduction.
